Edward Rosowater, vice president of Lhe
National Goods HRoads sssoclation, was
then Introduced as chalrman of the meeting,
He spoke of the need of botter roads
throughout the UTnited States, nnd espeolully
In Nebraska, moentioning a recent attomp
on the part of the citizens of this tounty
to improve their highways, for which the
county appropriated several thousands of
dollars.

It wns the sepnse of the meeting that the
sublect of good roads Is ro vital & opne that
W permanent organization should be formed
bLefor proceeding to the reading of the
papers deallng with the subject. On mo-
tion two commiltecs were appolnted by the
chale, one to draw up resolittions and  the
other to submit & constitution at the after-
noon gession, The following were named
on. these committees: tesolutions—Dele-
gotes Patterson of Nebraska, Moore of Mis-.
sourl, Kenneldy of Pennsylvania and Rankin
of Ohip; permonent organlzation—-Delegntes
Helgley of Nebraska, Schackleford of Mia-
gourl and Donner of Wisconsin,

After electing A, B, Dunning of Pennsyl-
vanln témporary gecretary the convention
pdiourned to hear the New York day ex-
ercises at the Aunditorium  and anllow the
committees time to prepare their reporis.

Organize Ansmocintion,

The afternoon gession convened at 1
o'clock. Short atdresses were made by
nearly all the delegates in attendance, and
a set of resolutions was adopted. The
tigeting was opened by a short address of
welcome by Genernl Manager Clarkson on
behall of the exposition, after which the
tommitter on permuanent organization re-
ported the nimes of the officérs for the
ensuing year a4 follows: Martin Dodge,
head of the department of road Inquiry,
president; A. B, Dunning of Scranton, Pa.,
secretary. These were elecled, and Mr.
Dodge took the chair.

The first speaker was D. V. Purington
of Chicago, who ealled attention to the {act
that the people of the United States have
done u great deal more to make thelr
houses beautiful internally than they have
to better the looks of the outside by im-
proving the roads He was followed by

Thomus Schoaekieford of Missourl, who
favored the suggestion that the Farmers'
institute take the matter in charge, I'rof,

Luten of Purdue university suggested that
the colleges throughout the conntry should
bhave samples of the best material for the
constructlon of good roads, and Instruction
should be glven In the art of rondmaking,
Otto Dorner of Milwaukee, chulrman of the
good roads department of the League of
American Wheelmen, wanted the geologienl
department of the state to report antunlly
or more often if pogsible In regard to the

gtate’s ability to furnish the proper ma-
terial for the construction of Improved
highways.

Tulks endorsing the polley of the League
of Amerlcan Wheelmeen were made by E.
(. Harrigon of New Jersey and James R.
Dunn of Massilon, 0. James D. Dewell aof
Noew Haven, Conn,, spoke of the attempts
at road Improvement in the New HEpglund
stutes.. He sald that the people had not
yer got out of the old notlon that it Is us
engy to bulld u road over a hill as to go
around it.  He advocated the wide tire for
vohicles. Former Senator Charles F. Man-
derson of Nebraska told of the great ex-
penge that the cliy of Omaha had been to
in order to lay out the streets of this clty
at right angles over the bluffs. He advo-
ecated contour ronds. Miss Rella Harber of
Trenton, Mo., state organizer of the Good
Roads and Publle Improvements assocla-
tlon of that state, gald that she hoped that
in the next two yearsa the people would
be so0 educated that when n man comes
up for election to the legislature he will
need to be a member of some good roads
organization. BShe expressed the hope that
soon there would be an organization in
every county in the state. *'Organization
will lead to agitation,' she sald., “and agl-
tatlon to legislation. We of Missouri are
in the mud pretty deep and to pull us out
the women will have to help, That Is why I
am io the work,”
